In research work in America. Quire 
recently he delivered an oxee'Sonl 
iiddrcss before the American Histor- 
ical Association at Richmond. Vir- 
ginia. The University of Minnesota 
was fortunate lo having him deliver 
a series of lectures last term . Tro- 
fessor Williams is now tontine; Ca- 
nada for the fir=t time and will re- 
main in the city of Montreal to- 
morrow.

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OUR DEBT TO CANADA. 



Every prominent speaker invite*! to address a body of stu- 
dents seem? to make it a point to recall to his listeners their impor- 
tance as potential nation builders. The thought that upon university 
students depends the future direction of organized society, whether 
inferred or outspoken has become so commonplace as to have 
loot much of its appeal and effectiveness. To impute to the speaker 
motives of playing to his audience would be an unworthy reflection 
on his sincerity while being in itself an indication of a lack of sen- ; 
ousncss on the part of those designated. The clftment of flattery is j 
altogether irrelevant to the question. The fact is thaf. we are ex- j 
pected to be capable of assuming the responsibilities of leader- 
ship after leaving college: it is one of the ways in which we are ex- 
pected to discharge the debt which we owe society for the educa- 
tion which we arc privileged to receive. 

But the mcti! appellation of college student must not be mis- 
construed as being synonymous with inherent statesmanship. There 
are countless. -students turned out of colleges annually — as finished 
products — who are utterly incapable of rationally analysing cur- 
rent events as to I heir effect upon the social fabric. Whether or not 
they can develop this capacity in after lifrj is problematical, and 
in our opinion, the country cannot but be the poorer to the degree 
to which the development of this function is neglected in the indi- 
vidual student. 

Canada never has suffered, is not now suffering and never 
'will suffer from a dearth of politicians. But the country does need, 
at this period of her development, the mosjt enlightened electorate 
/ which it is possible to command. Democracy is not entirely im- 
mune from the same damning indictment which is justly levelled 
at the theory of the "Divine Right of Kings". While majority rule 
mu3t hold because it is infinitely better than oligarchy, ijt is not in- 
fallible in matters of judgment nor free from the tcnden c y to suc- 
cumb to political expediency. It only takes the vqtc of one ignor- 
ant, illiterate ditch-digger to nullify the vote of a professor of pol- 
itical economy or of constitutional law. 

The selection of capable national leaders presupposes an in- 
telligent e'cr.loralo able to assure their election over that of the 
d'jniagoguci who seeks the exploitation of the ignorant. But fur- 
ther, there is in vogue the deplorable practice of selecting candi- 
date!-, to be "representatives" at national caucuses. The banc of 
every would-be progressive country is the "representative" poli- 
tician who is so busy keeping his car to the ground for rumblings 
from the home camp that he cannot hear «fhc nation's call. Too 
..many of ihcsc 'representatives" arc so many mouthpieces; so 
many spineless creatures who manifest an alarming rcponsiveness 
to fancied sectional grievances. They do not think, act and edu- 
cate as they should; they do not lead the public thought in the 
light of rational national development — they merely "represent" 
their respective constituencies. 

Though bounded by personal limitations,, we can at least 
partly discharge our national obligations by cultivating an interest 
in the country's affairs; by foaming and disseminating the proper 
significance of events, and by preaching an exacting discrimination 
S^h the selection of our legislators.

Miss MacSporran Read Paper 
On William Lyon Mac 
Kenzie 

MUCH DISCUSSION 

Many Interesting Side Lights 
On Conditions At Time 

-'V Rebellion of 1837 , 

The life or William, L yo n Mac- 
kenzie \vn a dcnli with | n detail by 
Miss MacBporran at n recent moot- 
ing" of the Historical Club of R.V.C. 
Miss Marbert was to have read 
paper on Papincau. but ttnforlunato- 
l.v she was 111 and unable to attend 
the meeting, so that t ,nly one paper 
wn s read. 

Miss MacSporran dealt with Mac- 
kenzie's relation to events of his time 
; father than with biographical det- 
ails. She introduced her subject by 
a brief description of conditions in 
Canada n century ago. The country 
had just passed through a period of 
war and was suffering from the con- 
sequent business depression: there 
was much bitterness over the war 
and discontent at the political condi- 
tions, so that men's minds were rea- 
dy for change and progress. 

In this period of transition Mac- 
kenzie, the political agitator par ex- 
cellence, was the outstanding figure. 
In JS2I, when he wan only twenty- 
nine, he launched hi s paper/ the "Col- 
onial Advocate". He had no financi- 
al backing, but plenty of courage 
and indépendance— qualities which had 
been instilled into him in big youth 
iby his widowed mother, who had 
managed to give him a good educa- 
tion (for which he repaid her by car- 
ing for her to the end of her life.) 

He found Canada In 1 SIM governed 
by the forms laid down In the Cons- 
titutional Act of J 791. There was 
no real democracy, and the governor 
and his clique ruled the country, re- 
gardless of the Assembly's wishes. 
In favour of thl a clique it m«y he 
said that, contrary to their own in- 
terests, they hud remained loyal in 
1S12. Mackenzie criticised the gov- 
ernment, approved of the. clergy re- 
serves, but thought they should he 
divided equally among all denomina- 
tions, and also wanted a non-deno- 
mlnutlona) university. These views 
were rather revolutionary at the time 
and partisans of the government des- 
troyed Mackenzie's printing-press, 
which merely won him popular sym- 
pathy. In 1S.S ho was elected to the 
Assembly, conducting his election 
I with perfect honesty, unlike most of 
his fellow politicians. In 1S31 he was 
re-elected but was expelled on a 
.trumped-up charge: litis process was 
repealed five times, Soon after this 
he went lu (juchée a trip notcworty 
for an Incident showing lllm in an 
unusual light: his boat was wrecked 
on the liver, and i lie» passengers' had 
to jump from one block of ice to 
another lo gel nshoin: one lady was 
too nervous t<> do this, and iu Is said 
that .Mackenz'e made, of himself a 
human bridge over which she could 
pass. 

In 1SH2 .Mackenzie bore an unof- 
ficial petition of grievances to Hng- 
lo iid . The Colonial Secretary receiv- 
cjl liiin well, ami offered him a lu- 
crative position in Canada, which he 
refused. At his instance "1*0, (ho 
Colonial Secretary sent an admonit- 
ory dcspatcKto the Canadian govern- 
ment, which, however, paid no at- 
tention to it. in 1S34, Mackenzie lie- 
came first mayor of Toronto (pre- 
viously York), and during his term 
ol office showed great courage in a 
cholera epidemic, and cleaned up the 
Wetland cnnal scandal. About this 
lime lie gave up the "Colonial Ad- 
vocate" and was "gain elected lo tho 
Assembly, taking his sent this time, 
an his party wan in power. 

In 1835, Kir Francis Bondhread was 
sent out u» Ijlenlenant-'aovernor. 
He wne rash. tnptles., and ' incompe- 
tent, and undoubtedly preslpitated 
the rebellion of 1S37. The onus of 
II must rest on him, rather than on 
Mackenzie, who had given repeated 
warnings of (lie danger. After the 
failure of /the rebellion Mackenzie 
was exiled, and was forced to begin 
his life over again in the United 
Stales. In- J 839, lie was tried on a

Was Professor Of Classics At 
McGill In 1905 

A former Mttiill professor. Dr. 
Walter Scoll, who occupied the chair 
of classics hero in 1V0Z died on' Feb- 
runty ÏGlji. at his residence at Ox 
for ( ] at tho ago of CD. The lain 
Times says of h.m: "Scott modo 
his name In learned world as long ago 
as 1SS5 by publication of "I'Vangmcn- 
la Herculanensla." Epicurean frag, 
ment found In excavations at Mcreul- 
a ileum which had come Into posses- 
sion of Bodleian Library. Ho contri- 
buted many article* to classical jour, 
nnls both in England and In Australia 
and Canada, one of the most notable 
"I" which was an early essay on the 
epicurean conception of the K ods. in 
which he advanced the tClcory as to 
their nnturo which was afterwards 
adopted and elaborated by Glussaril 
iu his "Lucretlan Studies." 

He had devote! his later years to 
retirement In Oxford, to the prepar- 
ation of a very ful: anil careful edi- 
tion of "Hermeticn." the first volume 
of which wan recently published by 
".in Clarendon Press. Scott was es. 
scntially a scholar, and something of 
a recluse, but !:•• his professorships 
at Sydney and Montreal he did much" 
to establish the teaching of the clas- 
sics in the 'Dominions."

He was fired and condemned to 
eighteen months' imprisonment, af- 
ter which he thought' less of the Anir- 
erican government and had fewer re- 
grets over the outcome of tho rebel- 
lion. After many petitions for his 
release, he was set free, and then 
almost destitute had to find support 
for lils wife and six children; 

Ity 1S43, Papincau and other Icad- 
ii's of the rebellion had been par- 
doned, but Mackenzie could only re- 
turn to Canada oeven years later. 
On bis return lie was ejected (o the 
Assembly and continued his political 
activity. Responsible government had 
been won., but there were mill the 
questions of separate schools, repre- 
sentation by population, and the 
clergy reserves. He resigned in 1 SOS 
and. died three years later. 

Me had In the end maintained his 
political Independence his upright- 
ness, and his love of hi s country. 
Ho was one of tho most arresting 
personalities of the century and will 
be remembered ;is long as men 
thrill at tales of patriotism, 'and, 
like so few other politicians, he was 
an honest man. 

An interesting discussion followed 
in which several people questioned 
lackenzie's courage, especially at 
the lime of his escape, and Miss Mac 
Sporran defended him. There was 
also some discussion on Durham 
and Ids report.

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HOW MUCH OF THE BIBLE 
DO COLLEGE STUDENTS KNOW? 



Do College students know the 
Hible? Is the UlUlc ;iliook «astly un- 
derstood? Do \vc nocil a now ver- 
sion of the Bible, asks "Student Life" 
Recently Dr. X. .A. Petlorson gave 
a list of ten expressions of the Now 
Testament, to be explained by one 
of his classes in senior college Bus:-; 
llsh. . Tho results tend toward the 
conclusion that the majority of (he 
peoplo arc probably interpreting the 
Bible in a vogue and hazy fashion. 

Dr.Pedersen ir.ive this experimen- 
tal. te«i with the purpose of trying 
to flml whether or not contention 
made by the author of the Good- 
Apecd Bible is well founded on facta. 
This Bible scolar asserts that the 
Bible was originally written In the 
common language or the street of 
the people of that period. He bases 
thta assertion on material found in 
rocently discovered biblical manu- 
scripts, lie has if ached the conclu- 
*i©n that if the Bible Is to be -under- 
stood by people of the present time 
that the language must be changed 
to the common language of the pre. 
.•*ent. Mr. Goodwood's Bible gives 
the litcnal meaning of difficult 
phrasing but it has lost ninny of its 
literary qualities. 

Do we need a Bible with literal 
meanings, clearly given In prefer- 
ence to one of real literary worth? 
Very likely we do if our present Bi- 
ble is too difficult to be understood. 
It Is Important thru, wo do under- 



stand the greatest of all books, l-'or 
Instance, the "word "candle" may bo 
more poetic than "lamp" but tho 
fact thut candles were not used at 
that time would make some differ- 
once, in meanings, .lohn the Baptist 
was not clothed as the majority of 
people think. In a. suit of camel's skin 
but rather with clotihos of a coarse 
heavy cloth and with a belt of loath, 
er around his waist. Anyone who has 
nn idea that he had ti vest and small 
trousors or camel's skin needs to be 
corrected . , 

If nine people out of ten inter- 
pret the statement, "The. rains des- 
cended and the floods camo," to 
mean that water from the heavens 
was flooding in all directions, thoy 
lose the real significance .tha.t tho 
the heavy rains caused the rivers to 
overflow their banks. 

It is true thai some of Mr. Good- 
speed's interpretations f do not cause 
ureal differences of Ideas presented, 
but, on' the other hand many ob- 
scuie meanings are greatly clarified 
by the new literal translation. 

Dr, I Vderson believes that If col- 
lege «ludents cannot understand tho 
Bible as It Is written that it Is sure- 
ly a forbidding huf .1 ;hfl ,.iijn::y 
of people of little education. 

The Goodsipeed Bible 'may never 
take the place of the King .lames 
version but the fact r<V'.ts Ins that 
any attempt to increase our know- 
ledge of jthe Bible cannot help \iut be 
a movomonl In the right direction.
